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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8/24/09 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-3 and 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Both claims 5-6 are dependent upon 
cancelled claim 4. Further note that "the center of the bag panel" (claim 1 , line 5) lacks 
antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 
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5. Claims 1-2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by Vogt (US 
2,117,919). 

Vogt disclose a process of installing a bag 10 into a container 25 through an 
aperture (end opening) comprising folding the bag comprising parallel infolds 14 and 
perpendicular fold 17 (see figures 10-12) and inserting the folded bag into the aperture 
of the container 25 (page 3, col. 2, lines 44+) and sealing bag to container aperture (at 
least one flap, see page 2, col. 1 , lines 47+). Note that folding of the bag is folded into 
an overlapping configuration with an off set neck with regard to the center of a bag 
panel; see figure 13. 

The bulk of the bag is larger than the cross sectional area of the aperture of the 
container and is expanded into a square cross section bag substantially corresponding 
to the cross sectional area; see page 3, col. 1 , lines 57. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Vogt (US 2,1 1 7,91 9) in view of Krueger et al. (US 6,1 32,350). 

Vogt discloses expanding the bag inside the container by filling rather than by 
applying a vacuum, however Krueger et al. teach inserting a bag in a box and drawing a 
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vacuum for unfolding the bag sides towards the sides of the box; see figures 1-2d. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
include drawing a vacuum as taught by Krueger et al. in the invention to Vogt for 
expanding the bag within the container in order to present fully erected lined containers 
for filling. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to all claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
